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earliest possible date for ensuring reductions in 
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matter, the Committees resolved themselves into 
sub-committees to deal simultaneously with Educa- 
tion, Housing, Public Health, Public Assistance, 
Roads and Bridges and the Agricultural Services. 
They now make recommendations, of which some 
are put forward as measures of retrenchment 
rendered necessary by the financial exigencies of 
the present time; while many others are put forward 
on their merits as permanent measures of economy 
which can be carried out without detriment to the 
services to which they apply, or even with positive 
advantage both in cost and efficiency. 


Report of the Committee on Local Expenditure 
(England and Wales). 
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Retail Trade Conditions (Page 912) 

The money value of gales in November was 1°9 per 
cent. less than in the same month of last year. Sales 
of food and perishables were 3-0 per cent. lower, but 
the non-food categories declined only 0:5 per cent. 
For the ten months, February-November, 1932, total 
sales show a decline of 4-4 per cent. from the corre- 
sponding period of 1931. 


Position in Southern Rhodesia (Page 914) 


In addition to the adverse effects of world condi- 
tions Southern Rhodesia has had to bear the loss of 
consuming markets for her cattle and agricultural 
produce owing to the outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease. Japan has advanced to third position 
among the countries supplying the territories’ import 
needs. 


Chile’s International Credit (Page 915) 

Although somewhat slow in reaching Chile, the 
world crisis has produced economic chaos throughout 
the land, writes the British Commercial Secretary at 
Santiago, and Chile’s most cherished possession—her 
international credit—has been swept completely 
away. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 916) 

Total coal output in October, 1932, was smaller 
than in October, 1931, in all the areas surveyed, 
Poland showing a fall of 25-1 per cent. Daily pro- 
duction of pig iron was 387 per cent. higher in 
Luxemburg, but lower elsewhere, the United States 





showing 45°0 per cent. decline, The outturn of crude 
steel was, exceptionally, 2°4 per cent. larger in the 
Saar District; it was 32-8 per cent. smaller in the 
United States.

Exemptions from Import Duties Act (Page 927)

RETAIL TRADE IN NOVEMBER AND IN FEBRUARY—NOVEMBER 


COMPARISON OF 


In continuation of the series of returns relating to 
retail trade which are being prepared by the joint 
efforts of the Incorporated Association of Retail Dis- 
tributors and the Bank of iingland, there is given on 
page 913 a table showing the relation of sales in 
November, 1932, and in the period February-Novem- 
ber, 1932, to those in the corresponding periods of 
1931. These sales figures are compiled from returns 
furnished by a number of departmental stores, concerns 
operating multiple retail shops, independent retailers 
and a representative section of the retail co-operative 
societies. 


Figures are also given comparing the value of stocks 
held and the number of persons employed at the end 
of November, 1932, with those at the same date in the 
previous year. A smaller number of concerns supply 
this information; the co-operative societies, in par- 
ticular, do not at present contribute to these sections. 


The information available regarding the number of 
days on which selling took place in the shops covered 
by the returns is not at present sufficiently complete to 
form a basis for the calculation of average daily sales, 
or to permit an exact measurement to be given of the 
difference in length between the working period in 
1932 and in 1931. The available information indicates, 
however, that the working period in November this 
year was somewhat longer than in November, 1931, 
but not to the extent of a full day. 





1932 WITH 1931 


SALES 


The money value of sales in November, 1932, was 
i'9 per cent. less than in November, 1931, the corre- 
sponding decrease for October being 3°3 per cent. The 
November decline is the smallest since March, 1931, 
when a reduction of 1:5 per cent. as compared with 
March, 1930, was recorded. The small decline 
recorded for last month was mainly due to the rela- 
tively low value of the sales in November, 1931, for 
not only was the working period in that month less 
than in November, 1932, but it was reported last year 
that the special Christmas purchases commenced two 
or three weeks later than usual, and the value of the 
sales in that month was 7:0 per cent. less than in 
November, 1930. Both London districts showed an 
increase in total sales. In the Central and West End 
area the rise was 3:2 per cent. and in the Suburban 
‘7 per cent., but in November, 1931, these two dis- 
tricts had declined by 8'8 per cent. and 8-0 per cent., 
respectively, in comparison with November, - 1930. 
The percentage decline in other districts this November 
was largest in Scotland (6:3), and was also relatively 
heavy (4°5) in Wales and the North of England. 


Sales of food and perishables, amounting in value to 
about 53-0 per cent. of the total sales reported, were 
3’O per cent. lower than in November, 1931. For 
October the corresponding decline was 3:2 per cent. 


In November there was an increase of 0°3 per cent. in

sales of food and perishables in Suburban London, for 
which area the largest decline was recorded,in Novem- 
ber, 1931, compared with a year previously, while else- 
where decreases varied from 1°8 per cent. in the South 
of England to 5-7 per cent. in Scotland. 


In the non-food categories the decline in sales was 
only 0-5 per cent., and it may be noted that in each 
other month since April the percentage decline in this 
section has been greater than that in respect of food 
and perishables. The corresponding decrease for October 
was 3°4 per cent. In both the London districts sales 
rose by more than 4 per cent., and a small increase 
(0°6 per cent.) also occurred in the South of England. 
London, however, had shown decreases in November, 
1931, as compared with November, 19380, of 9°4 per 
cent. in the Central and West End area and of 10°0 per 
cent. in the Suburban area. : 


Increases in November this year were reported in 
four main kinds of merchandise. The largest (4:0 per 
cent.) occurred in hardware, and a rise of 3°3 per cent. 
was shown in fancy goods, while women’s wear and 
furniture, two of the most important sections as 
regards the money value of sales reported, each showed 
a rise of 1°5 per cent. In October, women’s wear had 
declined by 3°5 per cent. and furniture by 6'8 per cent. 
The heaviest decrease in November was in boots and 
shoes, sales of which were 7-1 per cent. below the 
figure for November, 1931. In October this category 
had shown an increase of 2°7 per cent. The decline in 
the sales of piece-goods, though large (64 per cent.),

was somewhat smaller than those recorded for recent 
months. 

Total sales for the period February-November, 1932, 
were 44 per cent. below those for the corresponding 
period of 1931, decreases varying from 3°2 per cent. in 
the South of England to 5-2 per cent. in Wales and 
the North of England. Hardware was the only kind of 
merchandise, to show an increase (0°3 per cent.); 
decreases in the other main categories ranged from 
L'4 per cent. for fancy goods to 9°6 per cent. for piece- 
goods. Boots and shoes continued to show the second 
heaviest decrease (7°4 per cent.). 


STOCKS 


Total stocks at cost were 7°6 per cent. lower in value 
at the end of November, 1932, than at the same date 
in 1931. The decrease was shared by all categories of 
goods except food and perishables, which for the 
seventh successive month showed an increase (1'8 per 
cent.)—but, for reasons given in a previous article, the 
sample may not be fully representative in this parti- 
cular case. The value of stocks of other goods 
declined by percentages varying from 6°3 in respect of 
boots and shoes to 11°3 in the case of sports and 
travelling. 

IXMPLOYMENT 

The returns show little change compared with 
November, 1931, in the aggregate numbers employed. 
The only appreciable changes were an increase of 
2-0 per cent. for Scotland and a decrease of 3°3 per 
cent. for Suburban London.

SOUTHERN RHODESIA 


TRADE CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Southern Rhodesia has not only suffered severely 
from the effects of the world conditions, but, in 
addition,* writes H.M. Trade Commissioner at 
Johannesburg, has been most injuriously affected by 
the loss of consuming markets for her cattle and agri- 
cultural produce owing to the restrictions imposed 
following an outbreak of foot and mouth disease within 
the territory. Southern Rhodesia is a small country 
very largely deperdent on world conditions, and there- 
fore at present but little able to help herself. 


The summarised figures for 1931 show a decreased 
trade, both inward and outward, due, doubtless, both 
to world and internal conditions, while with regard to 
the effect of world currency changes there would 
appear to be little doubt that countries still on the gold 
standard find it increasingly difficult to trade with 
countries whose currencies are no longer linked to gold.

I'he share of the United Kingdom in the imports is 
drastically reduced from £3,845,035 to €£2,210,458. and 
most of the British countries show a lessened share of 
the year’s trade, as do the foreign countries, with the 
notable exception of Japan, who, as has been noted, 
has improved her position and now holds third place 
in the list of foreign supplying countries. Both the 
United States and Germany, two of the largest supply- 
ing countries, show considerable falls, as also does 
Italy; Poland and China show a rise for the year, but 
their shares are very small. 


Lhe departure of Southern Rhodesia from the gold 
standard has undoubtedly handicapped the import 
trade from certain supplying countries whose 
currencies are still on the gold basis. The position 
would seem also to create possibilities for a substantial 
increase in the United Kingdom’s share of the trade 
with Southern Rhodesia in the future, in spite of the 
present somewhat depressed conditions there. It must 
be remembered that there is in Southern Rhodesia a 
strong predilection for United Kingdom goods and a

desire where possible to deal only with a United King. 
dom source of supply, and firms in Southern Rhodesia, 
when the new conditions came into being and foreign 
and other prices seemed likely to become non-competi- 
tive, at once instructed their London agents to find 
other sources of supply, with the result that the new 
source has in a very large number of cases been from 
the United Kingdom. 


Numerous instances have been brought to notice of 
the supply of goods from a country still on the gold 
standard proving impossible on account of cost, with 
the result that the United Kingdom has been sought as 
an alternative source of supply—not only currency 
differences, but also preferential duties assisting United 
Kingdom goods to regain the market. These conditions 
appear to apply particularly to engineering requisites 
such as packings, tools and engineering supplies 
generally, textiles, clothing, luxury goods, chemicals, 
paper and numerous other articles where the previous 
channels of supply have been diverted, on aceount of 
cost, to the United Kingdom. 


Export ‘l'RADE 


For 1931 the total for merchandise shows only 
£5,680,545, as against £7,356,792 for 1930. The total 
exports (including re-exports, excluding Government 
stores and specie) to the United Kingdom amounted 
to £2,111,098, as against £2,114,084 in 1930. Northern 
Rhodesia was the second largest customer, though 
showing a fall of over £600,000, with the Union a 
close third, absorbing exports to the amount of 
£1,365,759, as against £1,705,556 in the previous year. 
About £982,000 of this export consisted of raw gold 
consigned to the Rand for refining and it would appear 
that, apart from re-exports, the amount of other mer- 
chandise absorbed by the Union from Southern Rhodesia 
in 1931 was, after a steady yearly decline, approxi- 
mately only about £200,000. Most foreign countries 
took a lesser share of Southern Khodesian exports with 
the exception of Japan, who increased her share from 
£2,000 to over £22,000. The Belgian Congo showed 
a severe fall to less than half the previous year’s total 
of £519,397. 


In base minerals the export of asbestos decreased 
from £620,400 in 1930 to £455,423 in 1931, the bulk 
going overseas; the export of coal decreased from 
£265,814 to £122,532, a noteworthy feature being the 
drop in the Northern Rhodesian demand. Chrome ore 
fell from £441,350 to £218,230 and mica from £31,240 
to £11,061, but gold more or less maintained its 
position and is the general mainstay of the export trade 
to-day. 


The effects of the foot and mouth disease restrictions 
are clearly evident from the export returns relative to 
cattle and dairy and vegetable produce, the value of 
the exports of cattle for slaughter having fallen from 
£340,645 to £48,821; similarly pigs and sheep show 
pronounced decreases. The figures for maize also show 
a drastic reduction; this, however, must be attributed 
to the decrease of world prices and to the neighbouring 
territories’ economic conditions. The same comment 
must apply with regard to maize meal, which shows an 
equally heavy drop, and to the other exportable cereals. 


On the other hand, the only other product for export, 
namely, tobacco, showed a very welcome rise in eXx- 
portable value from £305,781 in 1980 to £374,544 in 
1931, and this crop, moreover, affords a prospect of 
prosperity for the future which should be of material 
assistance to the country’s trade.

CHILE 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 


Not for many years has Chile loomed so largely across 
the international horizon,* writes the Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Embassy, Santiago. The world 
crisis, although somewhat slow in reaching these remote 
shores, has struck a blow so overwhelming in its inten- 
sity that economic chaos reigns throughout the land. 

Chile’s most cherished possession—her international 
credit—has been swept completely away. A century of 
faithful compliance with her bond has been broken, to 
the amazement and consternation of many thousands 
of foreign investors who had subscribed to her loans 
secure in the belief that Chile always pays. Her foreign 
commerce has fallen to comparatively negligible figures 
and the supply of foreign exchange has dwindled to the 
point where the country cannot, from her foreign ex- 
change income, even pay for imports of prime necessity 
such as medicines, petroleum products, sugar, coffee, 
etc. Her gold standard has gone and the peso has no 
recognised international exchange value. 

The financial resources of the Government are hope- 
lessly inadequate, and creditors from various parts of 
the world have hurried to Santiago sedulously to dun 
an embarrassed Treasury for a vast accumulation of 
overdue Loans and accounts for which it has no money 
to pay. Communication with the world across 
the great barrier of the Andes has been cut off 
by the suspension of the Transandine Railway as 
the result of Customs disagreements with Argentina 
(the service was re-opened on December 3); steamship 
services from North America and Europe have been 
reduced to a minimum, and an already remote Chile !s 
left more isolated than ever. The shortage of foreign 
drafts has brought about a complete suspension of pay- 
ments of ordinary commercial obligations abroad, and 
hundreds of firms with long records of high credit stand- 
ing find themselves unable to meet their foreign 
commitments. 

Unemployment has reached proportions hitherto un- 
known in this land of abundance. The great workmen’s 
encampments in the nitrate pampas of the north are 
largely depopulated, and hungry men, women and 
children have made their way to the central zone in 
search of food and shelter. Mercifully the glorious 
climate and generous productivity of the land render 
their sufferings less intense than would be the case in 
the severer climates of Europe and North America; but 
that the discontent of the masses should cumulate in 
violence and extremism is not altogether a matter for 
surprise. 


THe PouiticAL UPHEAVAL 


President Montero’s constitutional government, from 
which so much was hoped, has been forcibly ejected, 
and the long reign of the aristocratic oligarchy has been 
superseded by the Socialist Republic of Chile. A 
change in political direction can hardly stem an econo- 
mic tide which springs from world causes, but sociali- 
sation is being experimented with as a panacea for 
troubles which nothing but a world revival in trade can 
cure. A flood of decree-laws has consequently 
descended upon the country assigning to the State a 
vast range of powers whereby to order and direct the 
whole economic life of the people. Meanwhile the 
reserves of the Central Bank have been encroached 
upon, to the serious danger of that institution, in order 
to buy wheat and other items from abroad for which 
the present supply of foreign money is insufficient. 

The great nitrate combine known as the Cosach, 
which was to regain Chilean supremacy in the world 
nitrogen markets, is faced with grave difficulties. The 
famous copper mines of Chuquicamata and Braden lag

desolately along on a production of 20 per cent. of capa- 
city, seeing incidentally less and less hope of improve- 
ment in new Customs tariffs already created or 
contemplated in their former markets. Prices of im- 
ported products under the scarcity of foreign bills have 
increased enormously and those of domestic products 
have moved upwards in sympathy. Consequently the 
clamour for compensatory. wage increases is already 
loud. Foreign money deposits in the banks are frozen 
hard and are threatened with conversion. In the midst 
of all, the political situation has been chaotic and is still 
uncertain, while there is so far a complete absence of 
any concrete signs of the turning of the economic tide. 


DEPENDENCE ON FOREIGN COMMERCE 


Chile is primarily an agricultural and mining country, 
but as there is no domestic production of many essential 
foodstuffs and manufactures, its general economy is 
mainly dependent upon foreign trade. ‘The extent of 
this dependence can be measured from the estimate that 
for every 100 pesos per capita of domestic commerce 
there is 90 pesos per capita of external commerce, 
whereas similar figures for the United States of America 
would be 750 dollars and 75 dols. respectively. It is 
officially estimated that 50 per cent. of the total 
national production of Chile goes out of the country in 
the form of exports. 

The supporting factor in Chilean foreign commerce 
has long been a large export trade in two products, 
nitrate and copper, which normally account for up- 
wards of 80 per cent. of the total annual value of all 
exports. In times past the extraction of nitrate in 
particular has given employment to large numbers of 
workmen in the desert pampas of the north, and their 
requirements for food in that barren region have always 
provided an excellent market for the rich agricultural 
produce of the central and southern zones. Moreover, 
the freight movement involved in this provisioning inc- 
dentally created a substantial volume of coastwise 
shipping. Similarly, if to a lesser extent, with the great 
copper mines at Braden, Chuquicamata and Potrerillos. 

For many years export taxes on nitrate paid the Gov- 
vernment’s bills unfailingly, and income tax was un- 
known. The products of the nitrate pampa and the 
copper mines, sold entirely abroad, brought in a regular 
supply of foreign bills which not only provided for essen- 
tial imports, but, on the average, left an appreciable 
margin for luxury goods. Naturally with an economy 
dependent upon two speculative mining products Chile 
was subject to many ups and downs, but the fact re- 
mains that she was able to maintain an unbroken credit 
record for over a century. 


EFFECT OF PREPONDERANCE OF FOREIGN INTERESTS 


There is, however, an item of far greater import- 
ance than any of these, and that is the fact 
that the main sources of Chilean income from 
exports are in non-Chilean hands. Consequently 
u considerable proportion of statistically shown 
exports may be described as “ false exports, 
since the proceeds from them do not return to Chile 
either in goods, money or services. There are, of 
course, certain ‘‘ false’’ imports which have a 
partially compensating effect, such as imports of oil, 
equipment, etc., for foreign-owned plants in Chile 
which are paid for out of that part of the proceeds of 
exports which is retained abroad; but these are 
normally far smaller than the so-called “‘ false ’’ 
exports. 

This preponderance of foreign interests in the vital 
industries of Chile needs but little explanation. In a 
country climatically ideal and agriculturally prolific, it 
was not to be wondered that the ruling classes, here- 
ditarily seigniorial, should enjoy the pleasures of their 
own luxurious country or adopt the more esthetic pro- 
fessions, and leave the development of their chief in- 
dustrial resources to the capital and energy of the rest- 
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less northerner. Hence it is that nitrate, copper, iron, 
and even the wool and frozen meat of Magallanes, are 
ali in foreign hands, while the greater part of everyday 
commerce is carried on through the medium of foreign 
agents and merchant houses. This foreign element 
has, of course, been of immense value to the country, 
but it injects an element which completely alters the 
Chilean balance of payments unless a compensating 
inflow of investment capital occurs. 


It is clear, then, that the point of importance in con- 
sidering the financial capacity of Chile is not so much 
the theoretical favourable balance of trade, but the 
sum available to Chile from exports after the deduction 
of profits, dividends, expenses of offices abroad, interest 
on loans, insurance, and all the other items retained or 
remitted abroad by reason of the foreign ownership of 
the principal producing industries of the country. 

In other words, studies of the balance of visible trade 
and of the balance of payments generally, are likely to 
produce entirely differing conclusions. This statement 
may seem superfluous, but there is a good deal of 
evidence that it has not received full consideration in 
the past. 


BALANCE OF TRADE, 1925-31 


Discussing the basic causes of Chile’s financial crisis, 
the Commercial Secretary states that it has been 
shown that in normal times the principal credit items 
in the Chilean balance of payments are a substantial 
surplus of exports over imports, and the receipt of a 
considerable sum of foreign money in the shape of 
investment capital. On the debit side are the payment 
of principal and interest on external loans and com- 
mercial obligations, and dividends on foreign capital 
invested in the country. It will be clear, then, that 
whenever there is an unfavourable balance of trade, 
or even when the favourable balance is of small pro- 
portions, either new loans must be contracted or the 
gold reserves of the Central Bank drawn upon to 
balance the international accounts. 


The first item of importance is, therefore, the con- 
dition of the merchandise balance of trade, and the 
following table shows this from 1925 to 1931; that is 
to say, since the stabilisation of the gold peso at six- 
pence following the recommendations of the Kemmerer 
Commission in 1925 :—

These statistics illustrate the substantial nature of 
the surpluses of exports over imports enjoyed up to 
1929. In the following year the situation altered to 
an extraordinary degree and resulted in an unfavour- 
able balance of 72 million gold pesos, the first un- 
favourable balance since 1919 and only the fifth in 35 
years. In 1931 a heavy decline in foreign trade mani- 
fested itself and exports fell to 824,700,000 pesos, 
with imports at 705,900,000 pesos. Although this pro- 
duced a theoretical favourable balance of 118,800,000 
pesos, if is most likely that when allowance is made 
for the so-called “‘ false ’’ exports already referred to, 
the merchandise account showed a considerable deficit. 


It is hardly necessary to examine more than super- 
ficially the ordinary statistics of foreign trade covering 
the period since the last Annual Report on Chile 
(1930), for the only significant trend has been its down- 
ward course to totally inadequate dimensions, A com- 
parison of trade by countries in the usual manner 
would not, moreover, serve any useful purpose, since 
all question of international competition has virtually 
disappeared and imports in recent months have been 
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practically confined to those countries which produce 
the essential foodstuffs and materials for which Chile 
can find the money to pay; or whose own markets for 
Chilean products enable trade to be effected on the 
basis of an exchange of goods. 

The exchange position has naturally given rise to a 
condition where no country will sell to Chile except 
on the basis of cash in foreign money before shipment, 
or cover in Chilean exportable goods. Fluctuations, 
therefore, in the relative importance of countries in the 
import trade of Chile for 1932 have no other signifi- 
cance than that they indicate sources of imports with- 
out which the daily life of Chile can hardly go on. 
The struggle for trade with Chile seems to be ended for 
the time being. Nevertheless, for the purposes of con- 
tinuity and record, it might be useful to include a brief 
survey of the principal features of foreign commerce 
during 1931 and 1932.

Aggregate coal production was greater in October 
than in September in all the countries for which par- 
ticulars are given in the above table. The increase 
amounted to 25-4 per cent. in Belgium and 24°6 per 
cent. in the United States, while smaller increases were 
recorded for Poland (17-6 per cent.), Germany (10:2 
per cent.), United Kingdom (9-0 per cent.), France 
(6°8 per cent.), and the Saar District (4:7 per cent.). 
Compared with October of last year, however, output 
declined in all the countries mentioned above. The 
percentage decreases were as follows: —Poland, 25:1; 
United Kingdom, 10-8; United States, 10°3; Belgium, 
9-3; Germany, 8:1; France, 5°6; and the Saar District, 
4-2 per cent. 

From information received as to the number of days 
worked in France, Belgium, Germany, Poland and the 
United States, it is estimated that the average daily 
output of coal in March, June, September and October, 
1932, and in October, 1931, were as follows :—

The average output of coal per working day was 
higher in October than in September in all of the 
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specified countries. In the United States there were 
increases of 27°4 per cent. for anthracite and 20-8 per 
cent. for bituminous coal, while in Poland, Germany, 
Belgium and France, daily output was higher by 17-6, 
10:3, 8-2 and 6°8 per cent. respectively. In no case, 
however, was the average output per working day as 
high as the corresponding figure for last year, the fol- 
lowing percentage decreases being recorded: United 
States, anthracite, 17:0; bituminous, 5-0; Poland, 
22:2; Germany, 4°6; Belgium, 3-9; and France, 2:0.

Stocks of coal decreased in October in each of the 
three German areas shown in the above table, the 
aggregate decline amounting to 145,000 tons. In Bel- 
gium, where stocks have decreased month by month 
since June, there was a further decline of 167,000 tons, 
while in Poland there was a decrease of 5,000 tons. 
In Belgium and in the Ruhr district, stocks were lower 
at the end of October than at the same date a year 
earlier by 38-6 and 12-8 per cent., respectively, but in 
German Silesia and in Poland there were increases of 
46:2 and 5-4 per cent., respectively.

There were slight decreases in the average daily 
outputs of pig iron in October in France, Belgium, and 
the Saar District, although the aggregate production of 
pig iron in that month increased in every country for 
which particulars are given in the above table.

Increases in crude steel production were recorded in 
October in all the countries for which particulars are 
given in the above table. In Germany, the output was 
higher by 33-2 per cent., and in the United States by 
9-6 per cent., but in the remaining countries the 
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differences between the figures recorded for September 
and those for October were small. Only in the Saar 
District was the production of crude steel in October 
higher than that for the corresponding month of last 
year, this increase amounting to 2-4 per cent. De- 
creases were recorded for the United States (32:8 per 
cent.), France (25°4 per cent.), Germany (13°4 per 
cent.), Belgium (13-0 per cent.), the United Kingdom 
(3°8 per cent.), and Luxemburg (2°3 per cent.).

IV.—IrRon AND STEEL PRICES 


France.—On the French iniand market phosphoric 
pig iron cheapened by 5 francs a ton in the first and 
fourth weeks of October to 180 francs a ton.

Although the gold prices of semi-products showed 
no change in October on the French export market, the 
increase in the gold premium caused sterling prices to 
rise by about 5 per cent. The sterling prices of 
merchant bars, plates (; in.), and joists were higher 
at the end of October than at the end of September by 
24-4, 18:4 and 9-1 per cent. respectively.

The sterling prices of iron and steel products con- 
tinued to rise in October, most descriptions having 
increased in price month by month since the end of 
June. A comparison of the end of October with the 
end of September shows the following advances in 
price: plates (8 in.), 32:1 per cent.; steel bars, 
23-6 per cent.; joists, 21:1 per cent.; sheet bars, 15°7 
per cent.; billets, 15°5 per cent.; and pig iron, 5°90 per 
cent. As compared with October, 1931, steel bars 
and plates (3; in.) were dearer by 9°3 and 1-7 per cent. 
respectively, but reductions in price were recorded for 
joists (4:3 per cent.), billets (5-8 per cent.) and sheet 
bars (8:3 per cent.). Pig iron was 1-7 per cent. cheaper 
than in the corresponding month of last vear. 


United States.—With the exception of No. 2 
foundry pig iron, which cheapened to 138 dollars 
59 cents on the Philadelphia market in the last week 
of the month, pig iron prices were firm in the United 
States in October. Among semi-finished steels, heavy 
rails and forging billets also declined in price in the last 
week. On both the Pittsburgh and Chicago markets 
for finished steel, hot rolled annealed black sheets and 
galvanised sheets increased in price by 0°1 cents per lb. 
in the first week of the month, but the former 
decreased again by the same amount in the last week. 
Apart from these there were no changes in steel prices 
from those quoted at the end of September. Old 
materials were weaker, several descriptions showing 
declines during the month. The quotations given in the 
following table were those prevailing at the end of the 
months stated :—

EXCHANGE POSITION IN HUNGARY 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at 
juda Pest has reported the introduction of a compen- 
sation scheme which is intended to provide for the 
tuture supply of raw material for Hungarian factories. 
The method adopted is in effect an extension of the ex- 
isting practice, whereby importers of urgently required 
raw materials are in certain cases permitted to pay for 
them by the export of specific categories of goods. Dif- 
ferent institutions are apparently to be conceded the

right to exchange certain categories of imports against 
certain categories of exports, handing over a small per- 
centage of the devisen acquired to the National Bank to 
meet the Government’s foreign obligations. 


The various concessions—or ‘‘ compensation ’’ trans- 
actions, as they are called—will eventually be under the 
control of a new “‘ Import-Export Organisation,’’ with 
its offices in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, which has 
been created for the purpose of co-ordinating all import 
and export schemes: it will be in the charge of the 
Ministry's economic section.

GALLANTRY AT SEA 
RECOGNITION BY H.M. THE KING 


His Majesty the King has been pleased, upon the 
recommendation of the President of the Board of Trade, 
to award the Silver Medal for Gallantry in Saving Life 
at Sea to Herbert Mant, Second Officer in the s.s. 
‘‘ Watford ’’ of London, in recognition of his gallantry 
in the following circumstances :— 

The s.s. ‘‘ Watford,’’ carrying a crew of 40, stranded at 
Cape Percy, Nova Scotia, on September 10, 1932, in a hurri- 
cane, with mountainous seas and heavy rain squalls, and 
became a total loss. The vessel lay about 500 feet from the 
shore and, after lowering and manning a ship’s lifeboat, the 
Master came to the conclusion that it was too dangerous 
to attempt to reach the shore by this method, and he ordered 
the crew back on board. He then decided to attempt to 
effect communication with the shore by means of a line fired 
from a line-throwing pistol. There was, however, uo one in 
sight to take a line, and H. Mant, Second Officer, volun- 
teered to swim ashore and make fast the end of a line with 
the object of rigging up hawser communication between the 
ship and shore by which the crew could be landed. 


Mant entered the sea with a light life-line round him, but 
while he was swimming towards shore the line sagged to 
leeward, and men on board, fearing that he was getting into 
difficulties, let go the line. Mant, after struggling for some 
time, managed to scramble on to the rocks in an exhausted 
condition. 

Soon after, three men appeared on the cliffs and assisted 
Mant to drag ashore, and secure to a tree, a hawser attached 
to a line fired from the ship. A hauling-line was got ashore 
by means of the line-throwing pistol and a boatswain’s chair 
was rigged. By these means all but two of the remaining 
thirty-nine members of the crew were saved. One man had 
died from exposure, and one fell from the boatswain’s chair 
and was drowned. 

Mant’s gallantry in swimming ashore was the main 
factor in establishing communication between the ship and 
land, by which thirty-seven lives were saved.

APPLE SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that between 
December 8 and 14 the following quantities of apples were 
shipped to United Kingdom ports :—barrels, 146,000; boxes, 
144,000; kegs, 600; hampers, 600; and half-barrels, 100. 


The total exports of apples from Canada during the cur- 
rent season down to December 2 were 596,232 barrels, 22,026 
half-barrels and 1,191,866 boxes, as compared with 1,048,507 
barrels, 19,383 half-barrels and 436,082 boxes during the 
corresponding season of 1930-31. 


CEYLON 
IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN OCTOBER 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Colombo reports 
that during the month under review imports and exports 
were valued at Rs. 14,975,000 and Rs. 14,478,000, as com- 
pared with Rs. 18,403,000 and Rs. 19,964,000 respectively 
in October, 1931. The total trade in October last, therefore, 
showed a decline, as compared with the corresponding 
month of last year of Rs. 8,914,000. 


The chief articles which contributed toward the decline 
of Rs. 3,400,000 in imports were: rice, Rs. 5 lakhs; cured 
and maldine fish, Rs. 3 lakhs; fertilisers, Rs. 3 lakhs; coal, 
Rs. 1 lakh; liquid fuel, Rs. 2 lakhs; and petrol and 
kerosene oil, Rs. 6 lakhs; increases were registered in cotton 
piece-goods, Rs. 3 lakhs; and motor cars, Rs. 1 lakh. 


As regards exports, the decline of Rs. 5,400,000 is chiefly 
due to the low price of tea prevailing in the Ceylon market. 
The average value of rubber declined, while the quantity 
exported decreased by over five million lbs. There has been 
an appreciable improvement in the value of the produce of 
the coconut palm but the quantity exported remained 
normal.

Climatic conditions are now very favourable for new-crop 
wheat; good rains have fallen and preparation of the land 
tor sowing has progressed normally; the market is steady. 
Karly-sown barley has germinated regularly and favourable 
rains permit further sowing. New-crop potatoes are now on 
the market and a good harvest is secured; some demand 
from Egypt and Palestine. 

Cotton picking is completed; prices are satisfactory. 
Carobs have dropped further in price. The orange season 
las now started; shipments have already been made to the 
United Kingdom. Lemon production is below the average ; 
exports continue. It is estimated that half the produc- 
tion of pomegranates has been exported; a fairly good 
demand from Egypt, but prices are very low. Cumin stocks 
are nearly exhausted. Aniseed is in very limited supply.— 
Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London.

SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade con- 
ditions in the Union of South Africa :— 

Reports from the larger centres indicate that the turnover 
in Christmas trade is considerably below the level of last 
year, particularly at Cape Town, where a tram and bus 
strike, which lasted for ten days but is now ended, com- 
pletely disorganised local transport. Merchants are severely 
restricting orders pending the outcome of the negotiations 
concerning War Debts, and an easing of the unsettled con- 
ditions overseas. All produce markets have been hampered 
by the continued fluctuations in the sterling exchange, but 
wool is still selling freely. Good rains are reported from 
the area of summer rainfall, and the prolonged drought in 
the Northern Transvaal has broken. Farming conditions 
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generally have improved and the outlook in the south and 
west of the Cape Province is bright. 

The Transvaal gold output in November (26 working 
days) was 978,716 fine ozs., valued at £4,157,321, compared 
with 900,510 fine ozs., valued at £3,825,123, in November, 
1931 (25 working days). Compared with the previous month 
the average daily output was again slightly higher, and the 
number of natives employed increased by 2,726. 

The demand for diamonds has fallen off and alluvial pro- 
ducers are unwilling to offer their stones on the low market. 

Railway earnings from November 6 to December 10 were 
£2,026,609, or £62,391 below the estimate. Tota! earnings 
Irom April | to December 10 were £14,116,970, or £1,182,940 
below the estimate, compared with £15,656,293 for the 
corresponding period of 1931. 


WooL, SKINS, ETC. 


Wool continues to arrive in large quantities, which are 
being readily absorbed. Owing to the fluctuations in the 
exchange rate, buyers are operating cautiously, but com- 
petition for better-class wools is keen, chiefly from the 
Continent. The demand for inferior types is erratic. 

Mohair is unchanged. 

The market for woolled sheepskins is steady. Cape skins 
are firm, there being continued demand from America. 
There is better Continental demand for goatskins and prices 
have improved by 5 to 74 per cent. Stocks of hides are 
low; demand, particularly for dry-salted, remains strong 
and prices are unchanged. 

Ostrich feathers are lifeless. 

Better oversea enquiry for wattle bark has slightly raised 
the price, but appreciable supplies of the new season’s 
stripping are not yet available. Demand for extract con- 
tinues steady. 

Exports of citrus fruit in November amounted to 31,579 
boxes, making 1,977,104 boxes for the season to date, com- 
pared with 1,789,893 boxes last season. A heavy season is 
indicated for Cape deciduous fruit. Exports in November 
consisted of 1,487 boxes. 

No material change has occurred in manufacturing 
industries, but orders are declining. 

Building and allied trades continue inactive. 

Business in agricultural implements is quiet, but the 
season’s trade is considered satisfactory. 

Retail trade in soft goods is expanding slightly, but 
business in high-class goods is generally disappointing. 
Wholesale business is poor. 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN NOVEMBER 


The Department of Customs and Excise of the Union of 
South Africa announces that the total imports through all 
Union ports for November amounted to £2,891,000, against 
£3,929,000 for the corresponding month last year. Exports 
amounted to £6,316,000, compared with £5,462,000, made 
up as follows: merchandise, £2,217,000, against £2,052,000 ; 
gold bullion and specie, £3,816,000, against £3,263,000; and 
diamonds, £283,000, as compared with £147,000 for Novem- 
ber, 1931.—Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Over- 
seas), Pretoria Office. 


WOOL SALES 


The Secretary for Agriculture, Pretoria, cables the follow- 
ing information concerning the sales of wools at the various 
Union ports for the week ended December 24 :— 

Total number of bales offered, 16,500; total number of 
bales sold, 14,000. Market firmer. December sales closed.—

ARGENTINA 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER 


According to the ‘‘ Monthly Review of the Bank of 
London and South America, Limited,’’ the total value of 
the foreign trade of Argentina in the first nine months of 
1932, exclusive of bullion, was 732,450,000 gold pesos, as 
compared with 890,214,000 gold pesos in the first three 
quarters of 1931, there being thus a drop of 157,764,000 gold 
pesos, or 17-7 per cent. Exports in the period under review 
represented a value of 456,350,000 gold pesos, as against 
475,245,000 gold pesos in the same period of 1931. There 
was thus a decline of 18,896,000 gold pesos, or 4 per cent. 
The following tables show the values of the chief imports 
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and exports during the first nine months of the current 
year, together with the comparative figures for 1931 :—

OVERSEAS TRADE IN SEPTEMBER

According to ‘‘ Wileman’s Brazilian Review,’’ imports and 
exports during the month under review were valued at 
£1,321,000 and £2,380,000, respectively, a balance in favour 
of the latter of £1,059,000, as against £520,000 in August 
and £1,329,000 in September, 1931. 


The movements for the first nine months of the current 
year show imports and exports at £15,538,000 and 
£25,870,000, a favourable trade balance of £10,332,000, as 
against £14,775,000 during the same period of 1931 and 
£10,088,000 in 1930. 


SWITZERLAND 


IMPORTS AND REGISTRATIONS OF MOTOR 
VEHICLES 


The following statement, relative to the import and regis- 
tration of motor vehicles in Switzerland, has been received 
from the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation it 
Berne :— 

Figures published by the Federal Statistical Office show 
that during the third quarter of 1932 imports of motor cars, 
commercial vehicles and tractors, with 2,452, were only 
slightly below the total for the corresponding quarter of 
1931, with 2,530. On the other hand, imports of motor 
cycles decreased considerably from 424 during the third 
quarter of last year to 187 during the quarter under review. 
This development is attributable to the import restriction 
system in force since February last, the quota of imported 
machines since that month representing only about 40 per 
cent. of last year’s figures. Great Britain has been affected 
most by this measure, but an advance from 23 to 77 in the 
number of motor cars imported from that country during 
the third quarters of 1931 and 1932 respectively has con- 
tributed to a certain extent to make good the reduction in 
Swiss imports of motor cycles of United Kingdom manufac- 


ture. 


Registrations of motor vehicles during the third quarter . 


of 1932 totalled 4,034, of which motor cars accounted for 
2,452, commercial vehicles for 376, tractors 73 and motor 
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cycles 1,133. The main features were the heavy decreases in 
registrations of commercial vehicles and motor cycles, for 
which the crisis was chiefly responsible, and the considerable 
share of Switzerland in the tractor and motor cycle trade 
(61 and 705 registrations respectively). 


POLAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN OCTOBER 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports that 
imports and exports during October last amounted in “alue 
to 73,363,000 zloty and 96,361,000 zloty, an excess in the 
value of the latter over the former of 22,998,000 zloty. 
Imports and exports were less by 46,147,000 zloty and 
62,084,000 zloty than in the corresponding month of 1931. 
The relevant figures for September were: imports, 
64,502,000 zloty; exports, 87,400,000 zloty; and export 
surplus, 22,898,000 zloty. 


The value of imports and exports for the period January- 
October, 1932, inclusive was 707,706,000 zloty and 890,049 000 
zloty, showing an export surplus of 182,343,000 zloty. The 
corresponding figures for 1931 were: imports, 1,280,131,000 
zloty; exports, 1,604,587,000 zloty; and export surplus, 
324,456,000 zloty. The volume of the foreign trade of 
Poland—imports and exports taken together—-shows thus 
in comparison with 1931 a fall by approximately 37 per 
cent.

SAMSUN AND TREBIZOND TOBACCO CROP 


The British Consul at Trebizond reports that the yield 
of the 1932 tobacco crop in the Samsun vilayet is estimated 
at 2,376,540 kilogs., while the area under cultivation was 
65,531 dénums. This total comprised: Bafra, 1,250,000 
kilogs. (31,000 doéniims); Samsun, 770,190 kilogs. (25,850 
dontims); Alacam, 300,000 kilogs. (7,500 déniims) ; Hacikév, 
51,170 kilogs. (1,016 déniims); and Carsamba, 5,180 kilogs. 
(165 donitims). The 1932 tobacco crop in Samsun is, as antici- 
pated, about 40 per cent. less than last year’s crop, but it is 
stated to be excellent in quality throughout the vilayet. 


As regards the Trebizond (Pulatane) tobacco crop, the 
total for the current season is anticipated at 850,000 kilogs. 
(103,000 déniims), as against 1,300,000 kilogs. (162,006 
donums) in the 1931 season. 


URUGUAY 
WOOL EXPORTS, 1932-33 


The British Consul at Montevideo reports that according 
to official statistics concerning the export of wool from 
Uruguay, shipments during October (the first month of the 
1932-33 wool selling season) amounted to 2,895 bales, as 
compared with 1,899 bales in October, 1931. Of this total 
Holland received 805 bales, as against 51 in October, 1931; 
Great Britain, 716 (591); Germany, 659 (168); Italy, 314 
(103); Belgium, 210 (405); France, 81 (567); Argentina, 
56; Sweden, 44; and Spain, 10.

BRAZIL—COLOMBIA 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade are informed that a commercial agree- 
ment between Brazil and Colombia was concluded by an 
xchange of Notes dated September 12, 1932, and came into 
force immediately. The agreement will remain valid until 
the entry into force of a definitive treaty of commerce and 
navigation between the contracting parties, unless three 
months’ notice of denunciation is given in the meantime. 


Under the agreement the contracting parties undertake 
to grant to each other’s goods unconditional and unlimited 
most-favoured-nation treatment in all matters concerning 
Customs duties, import licences, etc.; but this undertaking 
does not apply to favours granted to neighbouring territories 
for the purpose of facilitating frontier traffic, or to favours 
resulting from the establishment of a Customs Union.

|. By virtue of their powers under Sub-section (3) of 
Section 1 of the Import Duties Act, 1932, the Treasury have

2. As a consequence of the addition to the list of exemp- 
tions contained in the First Schedule to the Import Duties 
Act of beads made of the materials specified in (4) of para- 
graph 1 above, the Treasury by virtue of their powers under 
Sub-section (5) of Section 19 of the Import Duties Act, 1932, 
have varied the Additional Import Duties (No. 1) Order, 
1932, by removing beads made of the materials in question 
from the scope of the additional duty under that Order, and 
consequently Class III, Group XVI (4) in the First Schedule 
to that Order is amended by inserting after the word 
‘‘Beads’’ in that heading the words ‘(except beads not

KXNEMPTIONS FROM SALES TAX

CUSTOMS TARIFF CHANGES; CERTAIN PRE- 
FERENCES WITHDRAWN FROM UNITED 
KINGDOM GOODS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Emer- 
gency Imposition of Duties (No. 5) Order, 1932, made 
under the Emergency Imposition of Duties Act, 1932, 
which modifies the Customs duties on various goods im- 
ported into the Irish Free State and withdraws certain 
preferences hitherto granted to United Kingdom goods. 
Particulars of the various changes, which took effect as 
from December 24, are set out below. 

The Emergency Imposition of Duties (No. 1) Order, 1932, 
particulars of which were published in the issue of the 
‘“B.T.J.” of July 28 (page 129), provided, inter alia, for 
the imposition of Customs duties on certain classes of goods 
imported into the Irish Free State from the United King- 
dom either directly or indirectly. The new Order (No. 5) 
provides for the cancellation of the duties imposed under 
the former Order (No. 1) and for the substitution of the 
following duties in respect of goods imported directly or in- 
directly from the United Kingdom. (The new duties do 
not differ from the former duties except as indicated in the

LATVIA 
KNCOURAGEMENT OF SUGAR INDUSTRY 


H.M. Consul at Riga has forwarded translation of a Law, 
dated November 19, to create a fund to promote the sugar 
industry by the erection or enlargement of sugar factories. 
The fund will be raised partly from a contribution of 1 per 
cent. of the net profit of the Sugar Monopoly and a levy of 
one santime per kilog. on sugar “imported by the Monopoly 
and partly by a deduction of 5 per cent. from payments for 
sugar beet delivered to the sugar factories, beginning from 
the 1933 crop. The Government is also authorised to use a 
credit up to five million lats for the erection of sugar 
factories, the part of the credit used to be repaid from the 
fund or included in the State Budget for the respective 
years. 

The Sugar Monopoly Law, which came into force on 
January 5, 1932, provides, inter alia, that the importation 
of sugar and its by-products from abroad, the purchase of 
beet sugar of domestic manufacture and the sale of im- 
ported and locally-purchased sugar may be effected only 
by the State through the Minister of Finance. 


PERSIA 
IMPORT QUOTAS EXHAUSTED 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of April 28 
(page 612), respecting Persian import quotas for the year 
ending June 21, 1933, the Commercial Secretary to H.M. 
Legation at Tehran reports that according to the Persian 
press the quotas for the following goods have been exhausted 
and no further applications for import licences in respect 
of such goods will be accepted. The goods affected are as 
follows :—

With reference to the notice in last week’s ‘ B.T.J.”’ 
(page 899) respecting Roumanian import quotas, the Com- 
mercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest has for- 
warded a translation of a Decision (No. 105,114), dated 
December 12 and published in the ‘‘ Monitor Oficial ”’ on 
December 13, providing for the provisional regulation of the 
quotas until February 1, 1933. In accordance with this 
Decision, import licences will not be required for goods of 
kinds subject to quota restrictions which are proved to have 
been shipped to Roumania by December 9 (previously this 
concession applied only to goods sent before December 6). 
Licences for imports up to February 1 will be granted only 
for raw materials necessary for industry or for the normal 
supplies of merchants, and in respect of quantities not ex- 
ceeding the applicant’s imports during December, 1931, and 
January, 1932. Quantities so licensed will be deducted from 
the first quarter’s quoia allotted under the substantive quota 
regulations.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1933 


FURNITURE AND TEXTILES AT THE 
WHITE CITY 

The Furniture Section of the 1933 British Industries Fair 
will not only be larger than in any previous year: it will 
also be the largest single section in the whole Fair. It is, in 
fact, an exhibition in itself. 

Applications for space from firms engaged in this industry 
were so numerous this year that it became necessary to 
move the section from Olympia to more extensive quarters 
at the White City. Three months before the opening of the 
Fair 101,284 square feet of exhibition space had been en- 
gaged in this section—an increase of 30 per cent. over the 
total area, amounting to 70,744 square feet, occupied at the 
last Fair. 

The Furniture Section’s new quarters are in the Court of 
Honour at the White City. They will do full justice to the 
scope and importance of the industry. The Court of Honour 
has been completely re-conditioned and attractively decor- 
ated, with the roof colour scheme in red, white and blue. 


[n addition to the re-conditioning of the building, special 
heating arrangements, on an elaborate scale, have been 
made to ensure comfortable warmth throughout the entire 
area. No less than 472 gas fires and 50 gas radiators are 
being installed. It is estimated that 5,500,000 cubic feet of 
gas—-the equivalent of the normal consumption of a town the 
size of Harrow for five days—-will be consumed in this section 
alone before the Fair closes. 


New DEPARTURES IN TEXTILE DESIGNS 


Textile buyers will have an opportunity of seeing the 
latest fashions and all that is newest and best in textile 
fabrics between February 20 and March 3 next. 


~ Manufacturers in Lancashire are busy preparing many 
ranges of spring and summer fabrics which will be shown at 
the White City for the first time. A preliminary glance at 
representative ranges shows that manufacturers have many 
novelties in store for buyers—changes in design as well as 
in cloth types. 

The most striking change is the rise of the geometric 
design, which is pushing florals into the background. Geo- 
metric motifs, such an triangles, checks, stripes, chevrons 
and diagonals will be seen not only on marocains and rough 
crepes, but on cotton voiles and rayon georgettes, on cotton 
haircords and fine lawns, which in the past have always been 
ornamented with flowers, clusters of fruit or simple leaf 
designs. 


One of the new cloths which will be on show is a mixture 
phantom crepe. This fabric has a cotton warp and a staple 
fibre rayon weft. It resembles a very fine lock-knit cloth, 
though it is, of course, loom woven. It looks as rich as an 
all-silk marocain, has an attractive subdued sheen and 
drapes beautifully. 


Manufacturers are also turning their attention to light- 
weight variations of the crinkle crepe of a type suitable for 
spring wear. All-rayon crepon is one of the new weaves. 
Rayon georgette with a slightly rough weave is another. 
Among general utility cloths, mixture marocain with a rayon 
crepe warp and a cotton crepe weft is an easy leader. It has 
been greatly improved since last year so as to avoid crack- 
ing and creasing, and it will be on show at the White City in 
a wide range of new designs. 


The Furniture Section, appropriately, will be linked to 
the Textile Section by the exhibits of furnishing fabrics. 
Both sections open directly from the Wood Lane entrance to 


the White City.

This report contains detailed statistics relating to all dutiable goods for the year under review, 
with comparative figures in the more important tables for five years (or in some cases ten years). 
The year 1931-32 was an eventful one from the fiscal as well as other standpoints. There were 
two budgets, two emergency measures to restrict imports (the Abnormal Importations (Customs 
Duties) Act, 1931, and the Horticultural Products (Emergency Customs Duties) Act, 1931), 
and, finally, the introduction of a comprehensive Customs tariff under the Import Duties Act, 
1932. The first Finance Act of the year made only one change in Customs and Excise taxation, 
viz., an increase in the duty on hydrocarbon oils. The Finance (No. 2) Act, 1931, made a 
number of changes. The duties on beer, tobacco and entertainments were increased, and a 
further addition was made to the duty on hydrocarbon oils. The scope of the other fiscal 
measures mentioned above is described in the relevant section of the Report.
